Denischuk said she realizes 
the board has some difficult 
issues to resolve in the next 
year but she hopes, now that 
the election is complete, the 
trustees will all work together. 

"1 think the main objective 
of the new board is to get fo¬ 
cused on the same agenda and 
all pull together so we do the 
very best we can for educa¬ 
tion," she said. 

Denischuk said she is very 
excited about the new mem¬ 
bers who have been elected to 
the board and has booked a 
planning session for the new 
board during the second week 
on November. 

"I see that as a chance for us 
all to get to know each other.” 

The next school board meet¬ 
ing is Wednesday, November 1 
in Innisfail.

No ink from Edmonton 


Dear Editor: 

On October 10, 1995 I, a 
heart transplant recipient, left 
the U. of A. I lospital on my trek 
to Calgary on in-line-skates to 
raise awareness of the dire need 
for organs for live saving hu¬ 
man organ transplantation. 

We held press conferences 
in Edmonton, Leduc, 
Wetaskiwin, Ponoka, Red Deer, 
Innisfail, Olds, Didsbury, Air¬ 
drie and finally at our destina¬ 
tion in Calgary. The Mayor or a 
designate welcomed our team 
at each location. 

The media coverage for our 
cause was great in all the lo¬ 
calities listed plus many other 
localities in Alberta with the 
exception of the Edmont on Sun 
and the Edmonton Journal. 
The others Joined in the need 
to spread the word that people 
must discuss organ donation 
with their families, come to a 
consensus, then endorse the 
consent form on the backside 
of their Alberta Health Care 
Card. 

On reaching our destina¬ 
tion on Friday, October 20, 
1995, all the Calgary media 
was there to greet us. The city 
of Calgary rolled out the red 
carpet, made me an honorary 
citizen by having me swear al¬ 
legiance, presented me with 


the traditional cowboy hat, the 
whole ball of wax. That's what 
I call hospitality. 

Perhaps, Edmonton should 
take lessons. 

Both the major Calgary 
newspapers, the Herald and 
the Sun, carried articles with 
pictures of the proceedings the 
following day. 

The H.O.P.E. (Human Or¬ 
gan Procurement and Ex¬ 
change) program people at the 
l J of AI lospital in Edmonton as 
well as the Foothills Hospital 
in Calgary indicated our effort 
was a great success with all 
the positive media type that 
was generated. 

1 thank the participating 
media for their excellent cover¬ 
age and I thank all the people 
who endorsed their consent 
forms because they were made 
aware of our plight through 
the media coverage. 

However, on the negative 
side, with the exception of a 
form letter read at most confer¬ 
ences on behalf of the Health 
Minister by a Regional Health 
Authority representative or in 
some cases whoever was 
handy. I was very disappointed 
by the lack of provincial gov¬ 
ernment representation. 

Secondly, the absolute lack 
of interest shown by both of the 


major Edmonton newspapers. 
It is unfortunate that neither 
the Sun nor the Journal felt a 
worthwhile life saving cause 
warranted coverage when most 
other Alberta newspapers and 
other media forms did. What 
does it take to get their atten¬ 
tion? Blood and guts? Perhaps 
ifafter Rollerblading the 302.7 
km to Calgary I should have 
said, "I don't remember how 1 
got here" or something really 
significant like "Keillor Road". 
Then we would have probably 
gotten enough ink to pave the 
road to Calgary.

COUNTY PERSPECTIVE 

- Division Of Assets - 

Over the past several months a number of comments have been published in local papers which tend to 
discredit the County of Mountain View and Council's handling of the division of assets with the Chinook's 
Edge Regional District. We hesitate to resort to responding in the media but it appears that the County's 
position is not being advanced in any other way and it is our firm belief that it is defensible. 

The Background: 

The Provincial Government legislated that we regionalize with the County of Red Deer effective January 
1 st, 1995. Arrangements were made to carry on administrative services by County Administrations until April 
30th at which time sole responsibility for the total school operation went to the Chinook's Edge. 

Alberta Education provided clear guidelines as to the method and principles to apply when effecting the 
division of assets in a county system. These guidelines in brief are that assets purchased with education dollars 
go to the regional board; assets purchased with municipal dollars remain with the County. 

Actions: 

County Council authorized administration to have an audited financial statement prepared identifying all 
assets on the basis of how they were funded. This statement involved all assets purchased since the date of 
incorporation oftheCounty of Mountain View on January 1,1961. This statement was filed with the Chinook's 
Edge Regional Board in August and to this date has not been acknowledged by the Board. 

On two separate occasions written communication has been received from the Regional Board endorsing 
the guideline's established by the I department of Education. The Board changed its position when the audited 
financial statement identified that the Board's expectations may not be satisfied. 

Requests have been made by the Chinook's Edge Board to County Council to release One Million Dollars 
worth of cash reserves without accepting the basic principle on which the financial statement was developed. 

County Council has held firm to the position that, in the interests of the ratepayers of the County of Mountain 
View, they cannot release funds unless the principle, i.e. assets acquired by municipal funds remain municipal 
and assets acquired by educational funds go to the Regional Board, is accepted by the Regional Board. 

TheCounty has already transferred to the Board approximately $300,000 worth of maintenance equipment 
as well as approximately 2.8 Million Dollars worth of school buses and various pieces of furniture and 
supplies. 

In Summary: 

- County Council has adhered to the Provincial guidelines established for the distribution of assets. 

- Council has provided an audited financial statement to the Regional Board along with supporting 
documents and working papers to support this statement. 

-Council has called special meetings on short notice to deal with matters relating to the division of assets 
in an attempt to achieve early resolution 

- At no time has the Chinook's Edge Board requested to meet with County Council to discuss the issue of 
assets. 

- Council has offered no objection to the Chinook's Edge Board request to the Minister for mediation of this 
situation. 

- An orderly dispatch of files and records from the County to the Chinook's Edge has been carried out by 
the County Administration as required and in the best interests of the County operation. 

County Council feels strongly that its mandate is to protect the interests of all of the ratepayers of theCounty 
of Mountain View whose tax dollars were used to acquire the assets and to build the cash reserves identified 
in the Audited Financial Statement to April 30th, 1995.

Children’s Services ‘Working Groups’ launched locally

The site chosen for the 
launching of Region Five’s Of¬ 
fice of the Commissioner of 
Children Working Group ses¬ 
sion Oct. 26 was fittingly ap¬ 
praised by attendee Lisa Lough 
who said: "We're in the right 
place for this meeting (St. 
Cyprian's Anglican Church 
Hall); you're asking people to 
have faith.” 

Lough was referring to the 
element of uncertainty facing 
the steering committee, who 
are charged with overseeing 
the redesigning’ the Children’s 
Service division in the face of 
political uncertainty. 

While maintaining that "the 
government is strongly com¬ 
mitted to this process” com¬ 
munity facilitator Peter 
Versluys acknowledged: "as to 
how it's going to play out- we 
can't tell you that." 

About 20 people, represent¬ 
ing a variety of interests and 
factions, attended the meet¬ 
ing. 

Individuals electing to take 
part in what could conceivably 
evolve into a massive under¬ 
taking involving a three-year 
period oflocal assessment and 
policy proposal drafting, effec¬ 
tively have no assurance their 
suggestions will be agreed to 
by neighboring communities 
involved in similar work groups 
across Region 5 or, ultimately, 
by provincial authorities. Com 
plica ting the matter further are 
current provincial divisions in 
the departments of Social Serv¬ 
ices, Justice and Children's 
Services. To date, these de¬ 
partments have yet to agree on 


how service delivery will be ul 
timately consolidated upon 
completion of the projected re¬ 
designing process. 

At the outset, the primary 
goals of delivering children's 
services on a more culturally 
sensitive basis while introduc¬ 
ing locally integrated and de¬ 
centralized services with an 
emphasis on early interven¬ 
tion, were considered best 
served by regionalizing those 
services through a framework 
drafted on a local level. 

Those in attendance at the 
meeting agreed the intent was 
admirable, but making the 
goals a reality was a complex 
and intimidating proposal. 

Pearl Craig and Versluys, 
who will be available as re¬ 
source personnel to assist in¬ 
dividual work groups who will, 
in turn, "feed" policy sugges¬ 
tions to the steering commit¬ 
tee, acknowledged the frame¬ 
work was loosely structured. 
While some appreciated the 
"grass roots input” approach, 
others were uncomfortable 
with the initial deliberate in¬ 
formality of the arrangement. 
Craig said a team approach 
utilizing the skills of commu¬ 
nity members from every level 
offered the best chance at con¬ 
summating the goals outlined 
in the Children’s Service ini¬ 
tiative. Stating that one man 
had completed a one-mile race 
in 39 seconds, Craig said that 
a relay team had gone the same 
distance in 37 seconds. 

"That says something about 
people working together," Craig 
said. 

Addressingconcems voiced 
at the meeting that the efforts 
of those who agreed to volun¬ 


teer as members oflocal work 
inggroups might ultimately be 
futile, Versluys point ed out the 
alternative could conceivably 
amount to having the mandate 
of Children's Services be dic¬ 
tated by the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

“The bottom line is the chil¬ 


dren," Steering Commit tee co¬ 
chair Rick Mousseau said, 
"What's best for them?” 

Community Facilitator 
Craig agreed it was a daunting 
undertaking, but urged those 
who saw merit and promise in 
the attempt to redesign deliv¬ 
ery of services to take the proc-

Health file

In the last few years some 
innovative health programs 
have been developed to help 
individuals remain at home 
longer. In some cases one 
spouse is caring for the other 
spouse and risks becoming 
tired and sutfering signs of 
"bum out". In other cases other 
family members may be in¬ 
volved too. Hospitals have de¬ 
veloped "Respite Programs" 
that provide a break for the 
caregiver, for several days, 
while the other spouse is cared 
for in the hospital. The pro¬ 
gram can be accessed several 
times ayear. It provides oppor¬ 
tunity for vacation or time to 
attend celebrations that a 
caregiver may never feel able to 
do otherwise. Some people sim¬ 
ply use the time to rest. 

Some have developed "Adult 
Day Support Programs". Par¬ 
ticipants in the program meet 
weekly with others and this 
allows the caregiver several 
hours of free time to complete 
household tasks, make ap¬ 
pointments and have a well 
deserved break. While in the 
program baths may be pro¬ 
vided, foot care may be given, 
meals are provided, physi¬ 
otherapy may be assessed and 
participants may be taken on 
outings. 

There have been some alter¬ 
native types of accommoda¬ 
tion developed thathelpto meet 
the needs of these individuals 
who may no longer be able to 
stay at a lodge because of 
changing health needs, but 
who do not reallv need to be

cared for by a Long Term Care 
(Continuing Care) facility ei¬ 
ther. Lodges are considered 
housing accommodation and 
although Home Care Services 
(Community Care) can be 
accessed while living there, the 
time may come when that is no 
longer possible. 

There appeared to be a gap 
between the housing level of 
lodges and the care level that 
Continuing Care Facilities re¬ 
quire to ensure that they are 
funded. In this regard, to help 
bridge this gap, "Assisted Liv¬ 
ing" accommodations have 
been developed and others are 
being considered. Individuals 
with minor or medium type 
care needs can be housed. 

Assisted Living provides the 
same service as lodges as well 
as nursing care and continual 
overseeing too. Home Care 
services may be used to aug¬ 
ment nursing care that is al¬ 
ready provided where health 
needs increase. In this way 
residents need not be placed in 
facilities until that service is 
required. Individuals have the 
opportunity to live their lives to 
the maximum extent and main 
tain as much independence as 
possible. Couples with varying 
health care needs can remain 
together in this program. 

The costs of these types of 
services and accommodation 
varies a little from place to 
place but is usually compara¬ 
ble. Assisted Living charges are 
similar to that of Lodges.

Architect meets with 
interested main 
street owners

The project architect hired 
to oversee Didshury's Main 
Street program met with busi - 
ness owners earlier this month 
and was overwhelmed by the 
amount of interest. 

After meeting with 10 busi¬ 
ness owners with property 
along the main street desig¬ 
nated area, Lome Simpson said 
he was impressed by the com¬ 
munity enthusiasm for the 
project. 

"This is very high commu¬ 
nity interest for year one,” he 
said. “When 1 was working in 
Medicine Hat, we only had one 
business owner interested in 
the first year.” 

Simpson, who has nine 
years of experience working 
with the Main Street program, 
took the time to meet with busi - 
ness owners to explain some oi 
the nuts and bolts of the Main 
Street project which, in Dids 
bury, is coordinated by David 
Mohr. 

Simpson told the business 
owners who included Dorothy 
Moore, Jim Turner, A1 Tuggle, 
Bruce Freeman, Ken Ta and 
Bob Whitlow, the Main Street 
program generally contributes 
up to 2/3 of the cost of restor¬ 
ing Main Street area businesses 
to their historic state and to 
find physical means to increase 
business. Funding for the 
projects comes from various 
sources including the federal 
government under unemploy¬ 
ment insurance and Canada 
Job Strategies and from the 
autonomous Alberta Histori¬ 
cal Resources Foundation. Pro¬ 
vincial funds are directed to 
the Alberta Main Street Pro¬ 
gram which uses its resources 
to pull all the players together 
and find the outside funding. 

In terms of the time line for 
the Didsbury project, Simpson 
said construction could begin 


as early as next April or may 
once proposals are submitted 
by business owners, the needs 
of the building are established 
and a budget is drafted. Then 
applications for funding are 
made. How much funding is 
found determines the final 
project. 

"The program recognizes 
that we are dealing with small 
businesses and cash flow is 
critical," Simpson said. "If a 
business can only afford $300, 
we can still do something.” 

He said the program is flex¬ 
ible enough to let businesses 
decide how much they can af¬ 
ford to spend, right up to the 
time before construction be¬ 
gins. 

“We can accommodate 
changes part way in to the 
program, expanding or shrink¬ 
ing" he said. It is important for 
business owners to recognize 
there is a lot of ability to ma¬ 
nipulate costs. We have the 
ability nearly at any time to 
change minds.” 

Simpson said costs during 
the project are strictly ac¬ 
counted for and the business 
owner is invited to review the 
project on an ongoing basis. 

"Everybody is on the same 
side of the table here unlike 
when you hire a general con¬ 
tractor and he’s on one side of 
the table and you're on the 
other.” 

Didsbury initial application 
to the Main Street program will 
last three years but Simpson 
said applications for extensions 
are often granted, especially 
when several projects an- lined 
up when the three year deal 
expire. 

At the end of the meeting 
several business owners ex¬ 
pressed interest in the project, 
some even submitting letters 
ofinterest which gives Simpson 
the authority to begin investi¬ 
gating what work will need to 
be done.

Main Street Beat 


We hear a lot about the 
Internet (otherwise known as 
the Information Super-high- 
way). What exactly is this 
Internet and of what use is it? 
The first thing the Internet 
represents is change - change 
to the way businesses and other 
organizations conduct their 
affairs. The Intemethas the 
potential to allow these or¬ 
ganizations to be more effi¬ 
cient and to discover and 
develop new ways of mar¬ 
keting, selling, offering serv¬ 
ices, delivering services and 
accessing and disseminating 
information. 

What is the Internet? Is it 
an office or corporation? Or is 
it a government agency? Is it 
some entity or body? The an¬ 
swer to all of these questions is 
no, the Internet is not any of 
these. All the Internet really, is 
a voluntary ensemble of com¬ 
puters linked together elec¬ 
tronically and whose users 
have agreed to electronically 
communicate in certain, spe¬ 
cific ways (knownas protocols). 
With the widespread use and 
ownership of computers world 
wide, and with the case of hook¬ 
ing into the Internet (all you 
need is a modem and inexpen 
sive software) the importance 
and potential impact of the lnt 
cmet is huge. If for no other 
reason, the Internet is impor¬ 
tant because it is the edge of a 
trend in which all the comput 
ers in the world can he wired 
together. 

Some sources (see the "Ca¬ 
nadian Internet Advantage" hy 
Jim Carroll and Rick 
Broadhcad) go so far as to state 
that the Internet is "one of the 
most significant events in hu¬ 


man history, equal in impor¬ 
tance to the invention of the 
printing press and the tel¬ 
ephone". Quite a statement 
considering the comparison 
made! Yet there is justification 
for such a statement. The print 
ing press and the telephone 


arc both instruments for trans 
mitting information so is the 
Internet. The advantage of the 
Internet is exactly the advan¬ 
tage upon which these other 
inventions capitalized... faster, 
more efficient communication 
of information. With the 
Internet everyone who connects 
can become a source and a 
consumer of information. As 
the highways of Alberta are a 
vehicle for the traffic of goods 
and people, the Internet is a 
vehicle (as well as a source) for 
information (thus the analogy 
to a super-highway). With the 
trend throughout the world 
towards an information-based 
economy the existence of the 
Internet is as important as the 
existence of highways, ports 
and harbors and airports. 

The implications of the 
Internet are so far and wide- 
reaching that we really cannot 
be sure of what will happen, 
but one thing is clear - the 
Internet's impact will be dra¬ 
matic! 

The "Canadian Internet 
Advantage" details several 
trends, someofwhicharc:con- 
tinued corporate growth indi¬ 


cating increased business use; 
the World Wide Web (WWW), 
which is an information tool, is 
growing at a rate of 25 percent 
every month ; the number of 
computers connecting to the 
Internet is growing at an expo¬ 
nential rate with about five mil¬ 
lion computers (not us¬ 
ers) hooked to the net as 
of January 1995; and 
major communications 
companies (including 
AGT) are getting into the 
business of selling access 
to the Internet while soft¬ 
ware companies like Microsoft 
and IBM are building Internet 
access software directly into 
their computer software sys¬ 
tems. 

One of the most important 
points to remember when dis¬ 
cussing the Intemetis this: its 
not the technology but the op¬ 
portunities that is important. 
We can talk all day about 
whether we should be using a 
28.8 or 14.4 modem or the 
intricacies of the TCP/IP pro¬ 
tocol but with the emergence of 
user-friendly software to ac¬ 
cess the Internet the issue is 
simple - how does one take 
strategic advantage of this re¬ 
source? 

I intend to discuss the 
Internet in this column in the 
future and welcome comments 
or suggestions.
